The plan 
was approved by William E. Timmons, 
the assistant director of the transition efr 
fort; Richard y* Allen, Mr; Reagan’s top 
national security aide,. and David M, Ab- 
shire, the new overall coordinator for the 
foreign policy transition. ^ 

The teams, the aides said, will report to 
Mr. Abshire, the chairman of the George- 
town Center for Strategic and Interna- 
tional Studies, who was chosen last week- 
end by Mr.-Timraons to direct the foreign 
policy transition, effort! Mr. Allen is still 
described as Mr. -Reagan’s senior adviser 
on military matters, and foreign policy; 
and thus there is some confusion about 
his role and the duties of Mr. Abshire. 

In addition to Mr. Abshire,' four other 
persons have been sel^ted to coordinate 
the Republican transition in other areas:

Mr. Mur- 
phy is an e.xperienced intelligence official 
who is currently Deputy Under Secretary 
of Defense for Policy. - ;

Mr, 
Abshire worked for Mr. Kissinger as an 
Assistant Secretary of State and was in- 
strumental in 1977 in bringing Mr. Kissin-- 
ger to the Georgetown center .where he
